number cf coolies, of which deceased was 
one, were engaged swinging a block of 
granite by moans of a travelling crane from 
the roadway on the Praya to the new wall 
being erected. there. 1 am not in charge 
of the work. The deceased was employed 
by a contractor. On swinging the crane 
into its place the whole structure over- 
balanced and fell into the harbour. De- 
ceased had hold of s screw that works the 
rear balance. He held on to this and_was 
swung right out on to the coping stone, If 
be had let go he would have been all right. 
‘The box on the back with the: balance fell 
on bim and crushed him up against a cop- 
ing stone. I was about 25 feet behind him 
when this ocourred. When I went to him 
he was quite senseless and blood was flow- 
ing from aome part of his body ;. 1 could 
not tell what part, he was so doubled up. 
One of the masons present got him out 
while I went forthe.ambulance. He was 
alive when taken up, but died bafore the 
dead box arrived, he never spoke after 
the accident.
